Quite 
suddenly the city begins to look cleaner 
and brighter, and the brightness is re- 
flected in the faces of the citizens. It is 
wonderful what a little paint ean do. In 
their new coats of Nominvum the tramway 
standards have taken a new grace and) 
slenderness that surprise the eye. There 
is a temporary dressing of vermilion paint 
on the Government railings in Merrion 
square in which we rejoice without any 
feeling of Vandalism. It greets us like 
a cheerful shoút in a place where for a 
long time people have been talking in 
whispers. If Dublin really bestirs itself 
during the next three weeks, it ought to 
be one of the most delightful cities in 
Europe during the fortnight of the Horse 
Show and the Tailteann Games, Gay 
crowds, a cosmopolitan influx, decorated 
streets, processions of athletes, music in 
the open air—all these things, long absent 
from us, ought to be a precious tonic to 
the public mind. Some persons have been 
disposed to belittle the Tailteann Games 
and to suggest that they may be a fiasco 
through lack of adequate preparation. No 
doubt, the arrangements have been open 
to much criticism, but now the carping 
spirit ought to be abandoned. If the 
Games fail, -the discredit will fall not 
merely on the organisers, but on the Irish 
people. The national honour and the 
national reputation for sportsmanship and 
hospitality demand that they shall te 
successful; and our citizens of all parties 
and classes must co-operate heartily to 
that end. It is certain that many 
thousands of British and foreign visitors 
will come to Dublin in August. We must 
show them a city that is conscious of 
its ancient fame and confident about its 
future as the capital of the latest of the 
free States of the world. 

If all things go well, the country will 
reap financial profit from next month’s 
festivities. Our scenic beauties will get a 
valuable advertisement. Our potentialities 
in agriculture and industry will be studied 
on the spot by shrewd brains from many 
lands. We may hope to recover from the 
swings at Ball's Bridge and Croke Park 
some of our losses through neglect “fí the 
round-abouts at Wembley. We believe, 
however, that our greatest profit from the 
success of what we may call the Free State’s 
inaugural ceremony will be of another kind. 
The last few years have taken heavy toil 
not only of our material, but of our ,aoral 
and spiritual, wealth. As a result of the 
furies of civil strife and of a mad epidemic 
of destruction, a sort of gloom and 
timidity has fallen on the country. We 
ha.o lost faith in ourselves. Like the de- 
cadent Athenians, we have become cynical 
of the capacity and intentions of leaders 
elected by our own votes. The fibres of 
the national temperament have been 
coarsened. A morbid outlook on life has re- 
placed the gay and chivalrous, but exceed- 
ingly sane, outlook that distinguished our 
forefathers among the peoples of Europe. 
Consider two symptoms of the malady. We 
seem to have forgotten not only our good 
spirits, but much of our once famous sense 
of humour and proportion. The lack of 
humour—we have seen recent proofs of 
it in courts of law—has been peculiarly 
characteristic of the Republican move- 
ment. From this lack, or along with it, 
has come into being an intellectual intoler- 
ance which formerly was quite strange to 
the native habit of thought. The ont- 
standing illustration to-day is the official 
effort to. impose compulsory Irish on the 
schools. We may attribute the unwelcome 
change in our people’s character and 
temper largely to the gloom and isolation | 
of recent years. Next month’s festival 
will be a symbol of the definite passing of 
the “bad times.” It will renew our 


acquaintance with the graces and gaieties 
of lile, It will bring us back into the 


# 


vital problems of European peace and 
restoration will enter on a new phase as 


the result of the delibergtions in London.” 
The system of settling international 
problems by means of conferences is 
finally on trial. Many meetings of a like 
nature have taken place since the Treaty 
of Versailles and have been dissolved 
without finding a workable solution of 
their problems; but a new spirit of hope 
surrounds to-day’s gathering. Tributes 
have been paid by the delegates from 
foreign countries to the obvious sincerity 
of the British Premier. and of his 
political opponents at home. On M. 
Herriot, however, more than on any 
other delegate, the success of the 
Conference must depend. His position is 
one of great delicacy. France has 
legitimate demands, and her security is at 
stake. If M. Herriot fails to extract for 
her the most favourable terms that are 
possible, M. Poincaré and other members 
of the Opposition will be quick to engineer 
his downfall. He came to London, how- 
ever, strengthened by the vote of con- 
fidence which was passed last Friday in 
the French Senate and sure of the sym- 
pathy of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and of 
the representatives of all the other 
countries. He has given ample evidence 
of his own desire to meet the difficulty in 
a sane and conciliatory spirit, not seeking 
to increase unnecessarily the troubles of 
the late enemies of his country. It is 
important that the members of the Con- 
ference shall concentrate on the considera- 
tion of the Dawes Report; for, if they 
allow themselves to be led into discussions 
of wider subjects, agreement will be more 
difficult and the Conference may fail. 
The Dawes Report is not above criticism. 
The problem that it seeks to solve is too 
intricate to admit of any solution that 
could meet with the approval of every 
shade of opinion. Nevertheless, it is an 
honest attempt to find a means of setting 
Europe once again upon the path of pro- 
gress, and, as such, it has been received 
favourably by all save the most irrecon- 
cilable critics. It indicates an avenue 
that may be explored with reasonable 
prospects of success. The Report entails 
some modification of the demands, justi- 
fied on ethical grounds, of the victors, but 
it represents the mazimum that can be 
extorted in practice, as estimated by the 
considered judgment of experts. Some- 
thing must be done without delay. If the 
Conference fails to decide on a line ol 
action, it may be a long time before so 
favourable an opportunity recurs, and the 
revival of Europe, essential both to victors 
and vanquished, may be postponed in- 
definitely. The spirit of conciliation and 
sacrifice is needed. The French Premier 
claims that his country is in no respect 
behind others in its desire to help Ger- 
many to fulfil her obligations. While he 
is in London, he will have the opportunity 
to show that this desire is sincere. Apart 
from the necessity of agreement upon the 
Dawes Report, the Allies are faced with 
the task of formulating a joint plan to 
put it into operation. It is only by co- 
operation among the Allies that the Ger- 
mans can be forced to pay. Unco- 
ordinated action, like that of the French 
and Belgians in the Ruhr, cannot achieve 
satisfactory results. The time for sabre- 
rattling has passed and the time for clear 
thinking and sympathetic wisdom has 
arrived. The delegates will do well to re- 
member that “ quiet, calm deliberation,”’ 
in the words of Sir W. 8S. Gilbert, “dis- 
entangles every knot.”’

The Lane Pictures. 


On Monday Lord Carson raised in the 
House of Lords the question of the Lane 
pictures, and pressed the claim for their 
restoration to Dublin. He was assured 
that the British Government had decided 
to appoint an impartial committee to in- 
vestigate Sir Hugh Lane’s wishes as te 
the disposal of the famous bequest; and 
we hope confidently that this is the first 
step towards the return of this treasure of 
art to the country for which it was 
intended. Sir Hugh Lane devoted his 
life to the enrichment of our land 
in art, and to his energy and enter- 
prise we owe the fine collection of 
pictures housed at Harcourt street. Un- 
seemly controversy frustrated the proposal 
to endow Ireland in 1913 with Sir 
Hugh's collection of masterpieces. Dublin 
rejected, in an inconsiderate mood, an 
offer of old masters that would have 
been accepted with gratitude by even 
the richest of cities. In his last days Sir 
Hugh wrote a codicil to his will expressing 
the wish that the treasures that he had 
intended for Dublin should be given to 
the city for which he had laboured so 
long. A technicality made this codicil 
invalid, and the pictures are now in the 
possession of the English National Gallery, 
which has proposed to extend the Tate 
Gallery in order to house them. The 
generosity and fairness of the English 
character, we think, will forbid that land, 
so rich in art, to stand on a formality and 
withhold from our poorer, barer country 
works which would mean so much in the 
nurturing of young genius—the object 
which was ever nearest to Sir Hugh Lane s 
heart.

THE CHRISTIANIA 
CONFERENCE, 


At the end of this month Christiania will 
be the scene of a gathering of a novel character. 


On July 28th will be formally opened there 


the Conference of the International Federation 
Women, and representatives 
from the twenty National Federations will 
The 

ederation is a product of the Great War, 
though it was not formally constituted till 
1920. Its direct aim is to foster intercourse 
and friendly relations among the university 
women of the world. Underlying this aim is 
a conviction that such a cordial! understanding 
may grow to be an important factor im the 
maintenance of world peace. 

The Federation embraces groups from all 
nations. Its President, Dr. Caroline Spurgeon, 
is a professor of London University. The 
numerically largest groups are those of the 
United States and Great Britain. As well as 
the European nations, it imcludes all the 
Dominions of the British Empire and India. 
An Irish Federation is applying for recogni- 
tion at the forthcoming Conference. The 
initiatory Conference was held in London, 
that of 1922 in Paris, and this year Norway 
has been chosen to mark the keenness of 
Scandinavian women in the work of the 
Federation. The national groups enjoy com- 
plete internal freedom as to finance and 
organisation, but all undertake to help univer- 
sity women of other countries in their midst 
and to increase opportunities for mutual ex- 
change of ideas. 

Up to the present the Federation's efforts 
have concentrated chiefly upon this, and have 
led to the exchange of students and teachers 
between the different countries, to the 
establishment of club-houses in great centres, 


and to the endowment of travelling fellow- 
ships and prizes. Paris, New York and 
Athens have  club-houses. The British 


Federation has acquired Crosby Hall, the 
fifteenth century mansion once standing in 
Bishopsgate and now in Chelsea, and is adapt- 
ing and enlarging it to be a hostel for inter- 
national students in London. Much valuable 
work has already been done in stimulating 
international understanding and good-will, and 
its possibilities are wide and hopeful. This 
year's Conference will deal specially with the 
bas of university women in the world's work.

proved abortive. 


The Boundary. 


The first sitting of the Judicial Com. 
mittee of the Privy Council which is to 
consider the questions raised. by the 
Government in “me to the interpreta- 
tion oí the Irish Treaty on the Boundary 
Commission will meet in -London on 
Thursdav next. [t seems to be undecided 
as to who shall act as Chairman of the 
Committee, though it might be supposed 
that the Lord Chancellor, who has sum- 
moned the Committee and who acts as the 
direct representative of the King in 
matters dealt with by the Privy Council, 
would be the President of the Court. I 
am informed, however, that it is by no 
means certain that the Lord Chancellor 
will so act on this occasion, but that it 
may be left to the Committee to select its 
own chairman. 

The five judges who will form the Com- 
mittee will be Lord Dunedin, Lord of 
Appeal in Ordinary; Lord Blanesburgh, 
formerly Lord Justice Younger; Sir 
Lawrence Jenkins, formerly Chief Justice 
of the Bengal High Court; Sir Adrian 
Knox. Chief Justice of Australia; and 
the Right Hon. Mr. Justice Duff, of the 
Supreme Court of Canada. It will be seen 
that there are two representatives of the 
British Judiciary to three of that of the 


Dominions. Should the Committee elect 
its own chairman, it is almost certain 
that their choice will fall on Lord 
Dunedin. 


Lady Gregory’s Pertinacity. 


Lady Gregory is to be congratulated on 
her pertinacity with regard to the pictures 
of Sir Hugh Lane; for, if they ever arrive 
in Dublin as the property of the Irish 
Free State it will be mainly due to her un- 
tiring efforts. Lady Gregory is firmly of the 
opinion that Sir Hugh Lane meant that his 
pictures should go to Dublin, and, in con- 
sequencé, she has spent much of her time 
exerting her influence on members of both 
Houses of Parliament to secure the realisa- 
tions of his wishes. The Government has 
at last yielded to pressure and promised a 
careful inquiry into all the circumstances, 
and in reason it could do little less or 
more. The Government holds the pictures 
as a trustee; and it cannot part with them 
unless very good reason is shown why it 
should. 


Southern Loyalists. 


The Duke of Northumberland is to ask 
the Government in the House of Lords 
to-morrow whether it will take any steps 
to assist loyalists in Southern Ireland, 
who have no claim for compensation under 
existing legislation, but have suffered 
damage to person or property as a result 
of boycott, intimidation or violence since 
July 11th, 1921. ; 


Mr. Charchill’s Third War Book 


Mr. Churchill is employing some of his 
leisure hours in writing another book on 
the war. This will make his third war 
book, the previous volumes covering the 
period from the opening of hostilities up 
to the end of 1915... The new volume will 
deal with the war situation from the close 
of the Gallipoli campaign up to the sign- 
ing of the Peace Treaty at Versailles. It 
is unlikely that it will be ready until 
early next year. 


Free Staite Passports. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Howard-Bury will 
ask the Prime Minister to-morrow, in view 
of an Irish Free State passport control 
office being set up in New York to deal 
with the very large numbers of foreign 
subjects applying for visas for the Irish 
Free: State, if he will state what measures 
he proposes to take to prevent undesirable 
aliens from entering Great Britain via the 
Free State. 


Agricultural Wages Bill. 


Rather than accept the Agricultural 
Wages Bill in its present form, many 
members of the Labour Party would prefer 
the measure to be abandoned. An amend- 
ment carried in Committee deleted the 
nad ren which required all decisions of 
ocal boards to be passed by a central 
authority. The effect of the alteration is 
to place more power in the hands of the 
local bodies than the supporters of the 
Bill desire. The Socialists prefer a scheme 
whereby the wages of the agricultural in- 
dustry of the whole country would he 
placed under one board. Conservatives 
and Liberals joined to defeat such a plan, 
and the Government for the moment is 
going on with the Bill. There appears to 
be little likelihood of its being restored to 
its original form, as the Conservatives 
have insisted that the varying conditions 
of different localities shall be taken into 
consideration in the fixing of the wages 
and hours, and in this they are supported 
by a large number of Liberals. 


Y.M.C.A, at Wembley. 


Anticipating the needs of mankind in 
the bulk, the Y.M.C.A. have erected an 
“Empire Hut” for the use of the 
thousands of male employés at the British 
Empire Exhibition. H.H. Princess Helena 
Victoria, who is a member of the 
Wembley Committee of the National 
Council Y.M.C.A., is formally to open the 
new hut on Thursday afternon. Sir Henry 
McMahon, G.C.M.G., one of the members 
of the Board of the Exhibition, will pre- 
side at the ceremony. The hut is a quiet 
backwater to which the workers may. 
escape from the glare and bustle of the 
Exhibition grounds. There they may eat, 
read and rest. The dining hall is under 
the shade of giant chestnut trees, and 
there is a sheltered lounge like the antique 
hall of a great house. 


Co-operation Reduces Prices. 


In at least two districts of London milk 
is being sold below the price agreed upon 
by the farmers and the dairymen. In one 
part of Highgate milk is delivered at four- 
pence a quart, and it is surprising to learn 
that it comes by rail from Lancashire. 
Those interested in the disposal of the 
cheap milk attribute the reduced price: to 

co-operative methods of the farmers, 
while the dairymen assert that the fixed 
price of sixpence a quart represents the 
minimum at which a fair profit can be 
made by all concerned in the production 
and distribution. In a South London 
suburb a large provision store sells below 
the standard price, but in this case the 
milk is not delivered and must be collected 

the consumer.

a reference by Mr. O’Higgins to Mr. J. McGrath’s new party, and at 
the close of the sitting made a further protest when the Minister of In- 
dustries and Commerce suggested that the policy of this group was not 


to balance the Budget.

CIVIL SERVICE PENSIONS OF 


£126,000 A YEAR. 


The Speaker took the chair at 3.10. 

The Minister for Posts and Telegraphs in- 
formed Mr. P. 8S. Doyle that the question of 
reciprocity as regards the recognition of certi- 
ficates of proficiency in radio-telegraphy is 
under discussion with the British Post ce. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
informed Captain W. A. Redmond that the 
Government Consulting Engineer has approved 
of the plans for the reconstruction of Fiddown 
Bridge, and tenders for the work were due 
yesterday. 

In reply to Captain W. A. Redmond, the 
Minister tor Justice said that no arrangements 
had yet been made under Section 103 of the 
Courts of Justice Act for the disposal of the 
pending appeals mentioned in it, and the 
hearing ot appeals would not begin earlier 
than the 20th eptember. 


CIVIL SERVICE PENSIONS. 


President Cosgrave gave the following parti- 
culars in reply to a question by fir. A. 
Byrne with reference to retirements from the 
Civil Service :— 

Up to the 30th June, 1924, 864 civil ser- 
vants retired in consequence of the change 
of Governmert. involving a total lump sum 
payment amounting to £208,870, 
annual pension charge of £124,666 at the cost 
of living figure applicable at that date. There 
have been four cases of retirement with 
‘special permission ” terms involving a total 
lump sum payment of £1,397, and an annual 
pension charge of £2,041 as on Sth June last. 

No change has been made in the conditions 
of service of any civil servant transferred at 
the change of Government, and there is, there- 
fore, no ground for the suggestion that the 
retirements under Article 10 of the Treaty 
proceed by reference to altered conditions of 
service, 

“ I may add,” he said, “that the question 
of setting up machinery for consulting with 
the staff and obtaining its views on service 
matters has been under discussion between the 
Minister for Finance and representatives of 
the staff, and it is hoped at an early date to 
create suitable machinery for the purpose.” 


PENSIONS BILL. 


DIFFICULTY OVER AN 


AMENDMENT. 


After the Locai Officers’ Compensation Bill 
had passed its fifth stage, the report stage of 
the Military Service Pensions Bill was taken 


up. 

Mr. D. McCarthy moved an amendment in 
Section 1, so ss to make the bill applicable 
to persons who served “in or with”’ any of 
the forces named in the bill. 

A discussion took place as to whether this 
and other amendments standing on the order 
paper were in order, having regard to the 
title of the bill and the terms oí the money 
resolution already passed. 

Mr. Sean McGarry said that there was no 
register of those men who served without 
pay. It was to them the Parliament owed its 
existence. 

the President replied that the case of per- 
sons who had served with the national forces 
or the armed forces maintained by the Pro. 
visionai Government, or Government of the 
Free State, would be covered where bona fide 
service was rendered. 

Mr. Good said that the bill placed a very 
considerable burden on the taxpayers. He 
thought that they should have more informa- 
tion. It was all right for the House to grant 
pensions and gratuities, but it should be re- 
membered that these had to be met out of 
the finances of the country. 

Mr. Milroy asked if the bill made proyision 
for women who had given service of the kind 
they were. referring to. 

The President—The term “person ” refers 
to males. It is the duty of the bachelors of 
the country to afford succour to the others. 
(Lauchter.) 

The amendment was ruled out of order. 

_ Mr. E. Duggan moved an amendment to 
Insert the words, ‘* The expression National 
forces means and includes all armed forces 
maintained by the Provisional Government or 
the (rovernment of Saorstat Eireann,”’ instead 
of the words, ““ The expression National forces 
shall have the same meaning as the Defence 
Forces ‘Temporary Provisions) Act, 1925." 

, Mr. W Carthy asked whether the word 
** maintained ” applied to a man who was 
supplied with a rifle or uniform, But was not 
in the Army. 

Mr. Johnson predicted that if the bill 
passed in its present form agitation and dis- 
content would be very widespread. 

President Cosgrave said that it was in- 
tended to include men who were maintained 
by the National forces or by the Provisional 
Gover ment. He could not put down in the 
bill the persons referred to by Deputy 
M ‘Carthy. 

Mr. McGrath asked what would be the posi- 
tion of 300 or 400, or 500 who were called to 
arms in Dublin who helped to finish the fight 
for the time being in Dublin before a single 
recruit came into the Army. — 

_ The President said that they intended to 
Include some compensation for persons whose 
lives had been interrupted over @ considerable 
period, who were in the Army and had not 
an opportunity of getting employment.

STONE OF DESTINY. 


PROPOSAL TO RESTORE IT 
TO SCOTLAND,

From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Mr. Kirkwood wa; the outstanding figure 
in the Parliamentary proceedings this even- 
ing. He had given notice of his intention 
to ask leave to introduce a bill, the main 
purpose of which was to secure the removal 
of the Scottish Stone of Destiny, now in 
Westminster, to the Scottish Palace of Holy- 
rood 


Knowing Mr. Kirkwood, members naturally 
expected to be amused, and they were not 
disappointed, For ten minutes the hon. 
member for Dumbarton kept the House in 
a roar of laughter, and, incidentally, his 
listeners gathered much useful knowledge. 
That a good deal of it was purely traditional 
mattered little. Mr. Kirkwood had well 

rimed himself with the history of the 
aran stone, which, the hon. member said, 
was the traditional pillow of Jacob at 
Bethel, when he was fleeing before his 
brother, Esau, whose birthright he had 
stolen. Carried by Jacob's family, into 
Egypt, the stone found its way to Ireland, 
somewhere about 700 years B.C., strictly ac- 
cording to tradition. 

Mr. Kirkwood was not much concerned to 
know whether tradition was a lying jade or 
not. What he did know was that the stone 
was composed of good Scottish sandstone. 
For the next 500 years the stone lay at 
Scone, until a quarrel arose between Bruce 
and John Balliol Edward LL, called 
in to arbitrate between the disputants, 
settled the matter by carrying all the relevant 
archives and the stone to England, where it 
had remained ever since. So much for 
tradition, and such few facts as have passed 
down the ages. 

Intrinsically, the hon. member did not 
claim much for the stone, but from a senti- 
mental point of view, its value to Scotsmen, 
at all events, was, in the opinion of Mr. 
Kirkwood, far above rubies. It was the 
symbol of the Scottish nationhood, and its 
proper place was in Scotland. Edward I. 
may have thought he had denationalised Scot- 
land, but, said Mr. Kirkwood, amid rousing 
cheers, I stand here to-day the representa- 
tive of an unconquered race. 

Then Lord Apsley ‘rose. He, too, had 
evidently closely pursued the history of the 
stone, and he gave the House the benefit of 
his researches. According to the noble lord, 
the stone was brought to Scone by Kenneth 
McAlpine,. who received it as a reward for 
having converted Scotland to Christianity. 
He did not desire to follow too closely the 
theories advanced by Mr. Kirkwood, as, if 
what he said was true, the stone, logically, 
ought to be returned to Bethel, from whence 
it came. He had personal knowledge of the 
fact that there was red sandstone in Bethel, 
and a mighty uncomfortable pillow it made. 
This was - the way. 

The Pagan accounts of the origin of the 
stone, continued Lord Apsley, led one to 
believe that the god, Odin, being vexed with 
another fellow deity, who had been making 
eyes at his wife, threw the stone at his head. 
Happily, it missed its mark and fell among 
the Scots. Surrounded as it was with 
mystery, the noble lord suggested that a 
committee of experts should set up to 
inquire into the facts, so far as 
they could be ascertained, and there was the 
additional advantage that their researches 
might throw some light upon the origin of 
the Scottish race. B

Miss Winifred Emery (Mrs. Cyril Maude), 
the famous actress, whose health had been 
failing for a long time, died last evening at 
her home at Little Common, Bexhill.

DEFECTS OF MR. WHEATLEY'S 
BILL, 


The Times in a leading article upon Mr. 
Wheatley’s Housing Bill, which comes up for 
consideration to-day by a Committee of the 
whole House of Commons, observes :—The 
chief weakness of the bill in its present form, 
apart from its proposal to saddle the country 
with a progressively increasing expenditure, 
which in course of time would become as 
heavy a burden as the pa¥Yment of the debt to 
the United States incurred in the war, is its 
failure to deal with the existing scarcity of 
labour in the building industry. All the 
skilled labour available is already absorbed by 
the building operations ‘how being carried out 
under the Chamberlain Act. The truth of the 
matter is that there was no real necessity for 
a new measure at all. The most beneficial 
policy which the present Government could 
ave adopted would have ben to 
concentrate their energies on  increas- 
ing the supply of labour and materials. 
If only they could have achieved that end, the 
Chamberlain Act would have gone a long way 
without any fresh legislation to overtake the 
deficiency of houses. 

Another point to which they might have 
turned their attention is the possibility of ex- 
perimenting with other building materials 
than bricks and mortar. Unless the country 
is to adopt the principle of uneconomic rents 
as a permanent factor in its housing policy, 
some way must be found by means of mass 
production and the utilisation of cheaper 
materials to decrease the cost of building. 


MR. BALDWIN’S SPEECH.

UNIONIST AND LIBERAL 
CO-OPERATION, 


Mr. Baldwin will speak at an East Anglian 
demonstration at Lowestoft to-morrow, 
and the speech is awaited with unusual 
interest, states The Times. Mr. Baldwin 
has not made a public political speech since 
the publication of the Conservative Party’s 
manifesto, “ Looking Ahead,” and it is 
understood that he intends to take this oppor- 
tunity of reviewing the present position in 
some detail. For some time past the view 
has been expressed in certain circles that 
the Conservative Leader should state his 
opinion on the question of co-operation with, 
at any rate, a section of the Liberal Party 
against the Socialist menace. It is under- 
stood that the subject has now been con- 
sidered by the Conservative shadow 
Cabinet, and that as a result of their delibera- 
tions Mr. Baldwin will be in a position to 
indicate to-morrow that he will welcome 
co-operation of this kind either from the 
Liberal Party as a whole, or from any 
section of it. There is no question, of course, 
of coalition, but there are about a score of 
Liberal members who agree with Captain 
Guest, that the time has come when the fight 
with Socialism should be more definitely 
joined. 

An interesting sequel to Mr. Baldwin’s 
meeting is that Sir Robert Horne and Mr. 
Churchill are to appear on a common plat- 
form at Edinburgh, probably next week. 


RELIGIOUS ANTAGONISMS 
IN INDIA. 


CONFLICTS BETWEEN HINDUS 
AND MOHAMEDANS. 


SIMLA, Tuesday. 
Reports from all stations in India, includ- 
ing Delhi, where Communal disturbances 
took place last week, show that the Bakr Id 
passed off quietly, except at Nagpur. At that 
place twelve persons were injured in street 
fighting between Hindus and Mahomedans, 
and the tension continues. Two railway 
officials were severely assaulted by Mahome- 
dans this morning, though the police are 
keeping the situation well in hand. No fur- 
ther disturbances have occurred in Delhi, 
where the Hindu shops still remain closed. 
Later. 
According to the latest news from Delhi, 
fighting between Hindus and Moslems did 
commence again to-day. The cause of it is 
said to be the alleged action of Hindus in 
preventing a cow from being taken in pro- 
cession through the city to-day in pursuance 
of the usual Bakr Id custom. Hindus are 
concentrated on the eastern side of the 
Saddara Bazaar Bridge, while the Mahome- 
dans have occupied the western side. Ever 
since the fighting started a reserve of police 
in armoured cars has been called in. A few 
shops which were open have now been closed. 
—(Reuter.) 
NAGPUR, Tuesday. 
Following a dispute which arose between 
Hindus and Moslems on the occasion of the 
Bakr Id festival, on July 13, feelings became 
strained, and assaults occurred in the streets. 
Twelve persons were taken to hospital yester- 
day, and two Hindus and one Mahomedan 
were seriously injured this morning.—

SEIZURE ON ITALIAN 


STEAMER. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

A “narcotic squad” raided the Italian 
steamer Duilio at the pier this morning and 
seized six hundred packages of narcotics 
which the officers believe were intended to be 
smuggled into the country. The Customs 
agents then took possession of the vessel for 
a more complete search. The first raid dis- 
closed packages of contraband, not only in 
the quarters of the crew, but in the pas- 
senger cabins. Some of the ship's officers and 
a number of the crew were arrested, althouch 
protesting that they knew nothing of the 
matter. 

The Duilio arrived from Genoa yesterday. 
The man who gave the information resulting 
in the search, an Italian named Irtura, de- 
clares that the underworld in the United 
States has been supplied with dope smuggled 
via the Italian vessel.

Remarkable evidence was given at an 
inghest yesterday on the body of Céristable 
Robert Stewart, of Glengormley facks, 
near Belfast, who was found shot in an old 
quarry at the back of Cave Hill on the 12th 
of July. 

Dr. J. C. Loughridge, J.P., said that he 
made a post-mortem examination of the body, 
and he found a bullet (produced) at the back 
of the brain. The course take by the 
bullet would be backwards and downwards 
to the lung. 

The Deputy Coronet—VWnat is the position, 
as a tule, of a revolver in the hand da man 
who shoots himself? - 

Witness—The usual position would be that 
the weapon would be firmly grasped in his 
hand when shooting himself, 

The Head Constable said that it was quite 
possible that a man after shooting himself 
would drop the revolver. 

Witness—The best authorities are agreed 
that where a man shoots himself it is possible 
for him_to drop the revolver. 

The Deputy Coroner—Can you give the 
jury any idea what position a man would be 
in after he had shot himself? He would be 
doubled or huddled up. 

The Head Constable—ft another man shot 
him he wonld be huddled up in the same 
way. 

Witness—He possibly would. 

The Deputy Coroner—Would you think any 
ordinary bullet like thae pessifig through an 
ordinary bone in the skull should be crushed 
up as that bullet is? 

Witness—It seems very etrange to me; 

A juror said that he understood that the 
deceased man was left-handed. and that the 
revolver was found in his tight hand. 

Dr. Longhridge—If the deceased was left- 
handed the wound would have been in the 
opposite direction. 

Mr. Weathrup. Barrister—Tf- the deceased 
was a left-handed man and shot himself, do 
vou think the course of the wound would 
have been the same as you found? It is 
most improbable. 

The jury found that the constable’s death 
was due to shock, following laceration of the 
brain. as the tesnlt of a bullet wound, and 


that there was no évidence to show how it 
was inflicted.

“The excellent practice has arisen of late in

what they aptly term the key-note speech. 
Until, however, the members of the pie ane 
sion have had a fuller opportunity to discuss 
their terms of reference, which are so ample 
in scope and include such a variety of items, 
and have outlined their course of action, there 
is but little that may at the moment be 

rofitably said, even by way of key-note. 
That little, briefly stated, is this:—We have 
taken up a task of more than ordinary magni- 
tude and of importance almost incalculable 
as regards the future of the national capital, 
and, indeed, of Local Government in Ireland. 
“We seeR a solution of manifold civic pro- 
blems that are of a peculiar complexity, not a 
few the outcome of historical, economic and 
social matters, interacting and _ reacting 
through a Jong period of time. We bespeak, 
therefore, for our arduous work, the patience 
of the public, and we solicit the active, help- 
ful cé-operation of all our countrymen, who 
are sensible of the value that must attach to 
the right issue of our inquiry. We offer the 
citizens this assurance. that we shall examine 
carefully and weigh dispassionately every 
serious and well-considered proposition sub- 
mitted to us. If any of our members have 
already preconceived ideas as to future re- 
lations that should subsist between the 
capital, and its présegt environments, or have 
designed for a Greater Dublin some special 
forms of constitution and administration. 
these speculations and ideas will not be per- 
mitted to warp our minds from impartial 
judgment. 

TERMS OF REFERENCE. 

“We have terms of reference which we are 
free to interpret liberally. These terms of 
roference are—to examine the several laws 
and the practice affecting all local and public 
utility services, including local representation 
and local taxation throughout the capital 
City of Dublin and County (including Urban 
Districts) of Dublin, and to recommend such 
a: as may be desirable. 

“ We shall not fetter ourselves with narrow 
considerations of precedent. We shall not 
hesitate to go far afield in quest of knowledge 
as to the best modern practice in civil organi- 
sation and control, nor to adapt boldly the 
result of such research to the problems of the 
Greater Dublin. If we are so fortuhate as to 
obtain it, we shall utilise to the fullest the 
organised assistance of the citizens. No 
group or organisation that offers constructive 
criticism or helpful suggestions but will be 
PS a sympathetic hearing. This invitation, 

owever, is subject to one necessary condition 
—that all whose civic spirit prompts to assist 
us with their evidence will, as soon as may be, 
send to the Secretary of the Commission a 
précis of what they desire to submit. 

““One organisation—the Greater Dublin 
Reconstruction Committee — has already 
proffered assistance to the Minister for Local 
(jovernment, and it has taken preliminary 
steps to set Advisory Committees to prepare 
and frame proposals for consideration by the 
Commission. 

A POSITION OF DETACHMENT. 

“Three of our members, by the way, 
Deputy Alton, Deputy Byrne, and I have 
felt bound to retire from this Greater Dublin 
movement. to preserve a position of detach- 
ment. This Commission trusts that other 
organisations will aid with carefully prepared 
proposals on the various elements of our 
problem. It is necessary to emphasise our 
ability to deal successfully; so our task will 
depend largely on the degree in which civic 

it. is aroused and active. 


nature and scope of our inquiry should be 
sent to the Secretary of the Gerater Dublin 
Commission of Inquiry, Upper Merrion street, 
Dublin. 

“The Commission will consist of twelve 
members, and it is decided to have a quorum 
of five. We consider that problems of finance, 
transit, housing, area and town-pjanning, and 
electricity supply, are all included in the 
scope of our inquiry, and we have decided 
fo ocmmunicate with the City Clerk, City 
Law Adviser, and with the corresponding 
officers of the Urban District Councils, and 
also with the administration of the County 
Councils of Dublin, ‘with a view to receiving 
from them statements as to the present asa 
tion in regard to local representation, ioc I 
tazation,-and the administration of local 
services, and we have invited them, if tle 
desire to offer evidence on their own behalf, 
to give us a digest of it.” 

A letter of apology for non-attendance was 
read from Mr. . Beamish, M.P.
